A BIG DEFICIENCY. 

New YORK, Nov. 21.—The Herald’s Wash- 
ington correspondent says: It now appears 
that even Commissioner Raum's estimate of 
the deficiency in the pension account this 
year is too low, and from information just re- 
céived it is lixely that the deficiency will 
reach $49,000,000. This means 8150, 000, 000, in- 
stead of\$135,000,000, this year for pensions. 
It means more than $200,000,000 next year for 
pensions. It means a bankrupt treasury and 
an impaired natfonal credit even sooner than 
the Herald had predicted. It means that the 
Congress must come at once to the relief of the 


overburdened government and either repeal 
some of these — pension laws or 
provide taxation for their pay- 
ment.

In 
reply 1 would state that lhave bad mo inten- 
tion atany time of interfering in any way with 
any of the sections of the ordimance referred 
to, as I fied provisions in other ordinances 
referring to the Street Department, which 
gives me full authority to control and regulate 
the placing of dulldin materials on the 
strects of the city, and directing how the 
space in front ot the structure to be erected 
and shall be used and occupied. 

I would have explained my purpose to the 
committee composed of Messrs. Evans, Mock- 
ler and McGrath, who called on me relative to 
the matter, but was met at the very outset of 
our conference with threats of political oppo- 
sition from your honorable body ifi did not 
conform to the views of your committee. 

The words used by a member of that com- 
mittee were that, if I persisted in carrying out 
the reform and regulations I proposed, the 
qnestion weuld be made a political issue and 
would be carried into the next campaign. 
Under a threatof thie kind you will see at once 
that my self-respect and my sense of official 
duty would not permit of my making the ex- 
pienetion thatl felt was due your organiza- 
tion, and thatI bad prepared myseif to give. 
I then requested that a communication be 
forwarded me from your Board of Directors. 
The respectiul tone of your letter of the 17th 
induces me te inciose herewith a copy of the 
rules and reeniations I have formulated and 
which I will be glad to discuss with your 
Board ef Directors at any time you may 
designate. Lean state more fully to you on 
ceusultation of this character wy reasons for 
the preposed steps then I can in this reply, 
which must necessarily be brief. 

I will state, hewever, here that the serious 
and constant abuse of the privilege granted 
contractors under sec, 654 has precip itated 
this matter on my department. The meas- 
vres I propose to adopt are simply and solely 
in the interest of the public at large and for 
the safety, comfort and convenience of all 
the people ofthe city. They are not intended 
as an embargo on improvements ora taxon 
contracters. The streets and pavements are 
for the free and unrestricted use of those who 
have occasion to use them. To secure this is 
my duty under my oath of office, and I assure 
you that ne consideration of private interest 
or threats of political opposition will deter me 
for one moment from performing it. With 
perfect respect, very truly yours.

Some 
were desertions. Those were breathing piaces 
for the Judge. Some were hideously full of 
unsavory detail.

Mrs. Bryant returned to bim forashort time 
and ope day he returning home unexpectedly 
says he found her sitting in the lap of the 
strange man.

The comparative 
course ef these two stooks was watched with 
great interest, as bets amounting to many 
thousands of dollars have been made as to 
the truth or falsity of Gould’s predictions in 
reference to them. Thdse who attempted to 
borrow stocks found that the plan of pre- 
venting a decline in the market by locking 
up securities had so far been completely un- 
successful. Instead of stocks being a drug on 
the market and money being very difficult to 
obtain, money was cheap and plenty and 
stocks hard to borrow. Thishada most en- 
eouraging influence upor the bulls and one or 
two attempts to break the market were 
abandoned almost as soon as inaugurated. 
The most unusual number of purchases for

Jay Gould said in reference to the situation

DICK LIDDEL 


HISTORY OF THE MAN SHOT AT GLOUCKS- 
TER, x. J., A FBW DAYS 400. 


A Member ef the James Gang fer Several 
Years—One ef the Leaders of the Win- 
sten, Glendale and Blue Cat Train Reb- 
beries—His Final Separation From the 
Gang and Surrender te the Authorities. 


Dick Liddell, the man who was shot at the 
Gloucester (N. J.) race track last Saturday by 
atrainer named Pureell, was a member of 
the James gang, and took part in half a dozen 
or more train and stage and bank robberies. 
Early in the seventies Jesse James found Dick 
Liddel, or Little, as he was then called, work- 
ing as afarm hand on Bob Hudspeth’s farm, 
in Jackson County, Mo., and became very 
much attached to him. Dick was used as a 
messenger and spy for Jesse and Frank and 
their brother outiaws for some time before 
being made a regular member of the gang. 

The first robbery in which Liddel took an 
active part as principal was the bank robbery 
at Ste. Genevieve, Mo., in 1878, the other 
members of the gang being Jesse James, Cole 
and Kob Younger and Olel Miller. The 
Youngers are now in the Minnesota State Pen- 
itentiary for the Northfield bank robbery ana 
the murders committed in conneetion with 
the robbery, and Clel Miller was killed, with 
two comrades, at the same time that the 
Youpgers were captured, Jesse and Frank 
James alone escaping. 

Sr. GENEVIEVE RANK ROBBERY. 

The St. Genevieve bank robbery was com- 
mitted pretty much in the same way as the 
Northfield robbery, but without loss of life. 
The officers and employes of the bank were 
covered with revolvers while some $3,500 was 
being taken from the vaults and an exciting 


street scene followed, the inbabitants of the 
little town ew been alarmed and some 
of the men aving shown a disposi- 
tion to head off the robbers. The horse 
of one of the robbers got away, but was cap- 
tured aftera hot chase, one of the citizens 
being forced to assist inthe cepture, and the 
robbers then rode out of town with revolvers 
drawn and pointed atthe crowd which had 
been attracted by the commotion. 

After this several train and stage robberies 
followed within the next two or three years, 
in which the James gang had a hand, but it 
isnot certain that Dick Little was present 
at any of them. The Hot Springs stage 
was robbed near Malvern, Ark., in Jan- 
vary, 1874, and several thousand dollars 
obtained, and an Iron Mountain traih was 
Mo., about the 
same time, as also a train on the Chicago & 
Reck Island near Council Bluffs. Then came 
the Muncie, Kan., train robbery, Oct. 13, 74, 
Otterville train robbery in July, 786 and Union 
Pacific train robbery in Nebraska in Sept. 
N both of which were charged to the James 
gang. 

REORGANIZATION OF THE BAND. 

Dick Little was left behind when the boys 
went to Nerthzeld, Minn., but was present at 
the reorganization, when Charley and Bob 
Ford and Jim Cummings were taxen into the 
band, A feeling of enmity. soon 
sprang up, however, between the James 
boys an the new members, the latter 
becoming jealous of the old leaders and 
wanting to doa little robbing on their own 
hook, just to prove to Frank and Jesse that a 
good job could be pianned and executed 
without their assistance. Dick Lid- 
del ined the Fords ana Jim 
Cummiogs in their plans and three 
train robberies within two years was the re- 
sult, namely, at Winston, Daviess County, 
Mo., and the Glendale and Blue Cat train 
robberies on the ©. 4 A. road near Kansas 
City. Jesse and Frank James were accused 
ot being the leaders in all the robberies, but 
their friends deny that they were present at 
elther ot them, and that Little, Cammings and 
the Fords were in all of them is well known. 

THE WINSTON ROBBERY. 

Seven men in all took part in the Winsten 
robbery, 1 got on at the next station. 
Three de in the smoking-car, two on the 
rear platform and two on © front platform 
of the same car from which they could climb 
onto the tender of the locomotive when the 
time for action came. Thetrain was held up 
when it stepped at Winston, and Conductor 
Westfall and a r. named McOulloagh 
were shot and kilied and Express Messenger 
Murray was hitin the head with a revolver 
and compelled to open the safe for the rod- 
bers.

This robbery was planned and executed 
without the assistance of the James boys, 
and the rubbers even refused to dy“ with 
them, and the result was an open rupture be- 
tween Dick Little and the leaders of the gang, 

DICK LITTLE SURRENDERS. 

It was not long afterwards that he entered 
into negotiations with the officers of the 
law to surrender, the third party in the mat- 
ter being Mrs. Boulton, the widow at whose 
house the robbers had often found a‘refuge 
from the authorities. She had a consulta- 
tion with Gov. Crittenden and not lon 
after that Dick Little surrendered to Marsh 
Craig of St. Joseph, and from that time was 
openly on the side of the authorities in their 
hunt for Jesse and Frank James and the rest 
ot the gang. When the Ford boys killed 
Jesse, Littie identified the dead dody for the 
officers and testified at the coroner’s inquest. 

Little has never been prosecuted for any of 
the robberies he is knewn to have been con- 
nected with and probably never will be. He 
stood trial, however, for the murder of Wood 
Hite, one of his fellow robbers, Dut was ac- 
quitted. He and Hite were rivals for the 
affections of Mre. Boulton, and to get him 
out of the way and Bob 
Ford shot him, or so, at least, it is charged by 
Frank Tripiett and Jesse James’ mother and 
wife in their bistory of Jesse James. Mrs. 


Boulton was a sister of Bob and Charley Ford, 


and her house was in or near Richmond, Ray 
County, Mo. For several years it was a great 
rendezvous for all the members of the James 
Zang. 

DICK AS A LADIES’ MAN. 

Dick Little was a great ladies” man, or 
thought he was, and that was the principal 
objection which Frank and Jesse James to 
him, as his woman scrapes were always en- 
Gangering the gang. The following uancom- 
piimentary paragraph about his prime weak- 
ness is taken from Triplett’s book, ‘‘Faneyin 
himseifa Don Juan or an Adonis, no consid- 
eration of decency or propriety would cause 
him to let slip an opportunity to attempt to 
fascinate the opposite sex. Small, swarthy 
and forbidding of aspect, he bad the high 
cheek bones and small restiess eyes of a 
— pirate, yet no power on earth could 
convince Lim that he was net absolutely irre- 
sistible.’’ 

Little ünally gave up Mrs. Boulton fora 
Miss Mattie Collins, who llved at Buckner, 
Mo., and itis said that they were afterward 
married. They lived together for several 
years as husband and wife and she called her- 
self Mrs. Little. 

Since Little, or Liddel as de las now called, 
turned State’s evidence and became respect- 
able, he has been following the races and is 
now the owner of several fine horses.

THE MUNICIPAL AUTHOBITIEFS OF BEBLIN 
ALLOT HIM FIVE BUILDINGS. 


Experiments te Be Made Leoking te the 
Discovery ofa Cure for Infectious Dis- 
eases—An Interesting Report by Prof. 
Koch’s Co-Laberers—The Emperer Anx- 
ious te Have the Remedy Applied in the 
Army. 


BERLIN, Nov. 20.—The municipal! authorities 
have allotted, temporarily, to Prof Koch, five 
buildings in the Moabit suburb of Berlin for 
the purpose of aiding him in carrying out his 
experiments, looking to the discovery of a 
cure for infectious diseases, such as scariest 
fever, measles, diphthera and typhus fever. 
Prof. Koch will o carry on ie investiga- 
tions into the nature and cure of cancer in 
these buildings. 
tions for 150 patients in the temporary hos- 
pital. Tne Professor considers that his labors 
in connection with tuberculosis are finished. 

THE COURSE OF TREATMENT. * 

In this week’s number of the Deutgche Med- 
icinisch appears a report by Drs. Bergman, 
Frantzel and others on the treatment of 
thberculosis. The article, which is written in 
technical language, adds little to what is al- 
ready known. It is Dr, Frantzel’s belief that 
advanced cases require a long course of treat- 
ment beforethe efficacy of the curative can 
be demonstrated. Dr. Frantzel agrees with 
the other physician that the curative attains 
ites maximum ot value as a means of diagno- 
sis, and in the treatment ot tubercular skin 
diseases. In diseases of the internal organs 
the curative is still of doubtful efficacy. 
In cases where the cavities are small they 
may cicatrize, but where they are large,owing 
te theflow of matter andthe existence of 
other micro-organisms, the wasting process 
continues and death is the result. Many of 
the foreign physicians now !n Berlin investi- 
gating Dr. Koch’s discovery have warned 
their consumptive patients venturing on the 
dangerous winter journey to Berlin, They 
believe it to be better for such patients to 
await at their Homes the arrival of the lymph. 
By sodoing the delicate consumptive can 
secure more restful and systematic treatment 
than is possibile in this city, over crowded as 
it now is with those seexing to escape from 
the scourge.

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PARTY MACHINES IN II AFFAIRS. 


A party machine of any denomination 
is out of place in municipal contests, be- 
cause it is run with reference to issues 
that have no bearing whatever on munio- 
ipal legislation or administration. When 
the voters overlook the questions apper- 
taining to city government, and support 
A city ticket because of thelr preference 
for this or that national party, they sim- 
ply say that they want a certain party to 
have the city offices and to control the 
city government, without any distinct 
idea or pledge as to what its municipal 
policy will be. They subordinate city 
affairs to national affairs in a contest 
which has nothing to do with nationa 
affairs and everything to do with city 
affairs. 

This diversion of the people’s attention 
to irrelevant questions enables the riug- 
masters of both parties, who are thinking 
more about the sacking of cities than the 
promotion of pational policies, to arrange 
their spoils machines and mature their 
schemes of plunder undercover. A party 
machine in city contests is, therefore, at 
its worst, only a convenient blind for 
rings of spoilsmen. At its best, it may, 
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city offices. But when the people them- 
selves subordinate city interests to party 


the men they choose are apt to do the 
same thing in office, and to imagine that 
they were elected to do it. 

In this city, however, the old habit of 
relying on party committees aod permit- 
ting them to limit the choice of the people 
to two machine tickets with the forged 
popular indorsement of counterfeited 
primaries, has received a shock from 
which it will not soon recover. Both par- 
ties will have to reconstruct their nomi- 
nating machinery or withdraw it from 
municipal elections. At its best it is out 
of place there. At its worst, as we have 
seen it in the late election, the people of 
both parties will resent its intrusion in 
next spring's contest. 


CALIFORNIA was the only State in the 
Union that returned Republican gains in 
the recent election, and that remarkable 
result is now explained as the effect of a 
Democratic revolt against an odious lo- 
cal bossism.

Mr. Long, M. P., says:: Halt of Mr. Giad- 
stone's unezampled influence with the British 
masses springs from his exemplary domestic 
life. Ithink Mr. Parnell should retire until 
things blow over.“ 

The non-cosformist clergy, who exercise a 
vast influence among the Liberals, the bulk 
of the English Liberals being noa-con- 
form ists, are quoted by the pro- 
vincial papers a8 calling for 4 
change ia the Irish leadership.

IMPOSSIBLE IX THE FUTURE. 

The Tablet, referring to the O’Shea-Parnell 
matter, says: ‘‘Im itself the conduct of Mr.

But it will be a different thing if 
bis followers persist in retaining him, in the 
teeth of the abhorrence of their Liberal allies, 
as co-leader with Gladstone.

The officers se- 
leoted by such conventions became the gov- 
erniag body of the American branch of the 
League, and threugh them large sums of 
money were forwardea to the organization 
in- Ireland ter League purposes, for 
charity, forthe Parnell testimonial and for 
other funds, tor whioh Mr. Parnell and his 
associates expressed their warmest gratitude. 
At the request of the Parneliites, but against 
the wishes of many Land Leaguers, the Land 
League was destroyea, and the National 
League erected on its ruinein the convention 
in Pailadelphia ip 1686.

‘Morrie Result ef the Crime ef Humana 
Brutes—A Girl’s Mind WUasettied by 
Shock and Fright—A Brother’s Trouble 
and a Sister’s Stery—No Trace ef the 
Missing Girl. 


Agnes Sheehan, the pretty young Irish girl 
whose horrible assault by ruffians on Pine 
street, between Eighteenth and Nineteenth, 
about two months ago, was the cause of a de- 
Side lecal sensation, owing te the bold and 
shameless nature of the outrage, bas become 
weak-minded, following the awful shock of 
that occurrence, and has disappeared fom 
her home. 

This latest development in one of the most 
revelting criminal stories that have stained 
the police annals ot St. Louis 
tor yoars was reached only last 
Monday night, when the poor 
whose mind, according to the story told by 
her relatives, has been rapidiy weakening 


ever since the day of her terrible experience 


with the brutes, who are responsible fer her 
present condition, left her home, the resi- 
Gence of her brother, 2276 Biddle street, and 
without a word of explamation or farewell to 
relatives wandered out into the streets and 
purposely disappeared. She has not commnau- 
nicated withthe family since that moment, 
and the greatest uneasiness is felt concerning 
her whereabouts and personal safety. 
A HORRIBLE STORY. 

Miss Sheehan’s disappearance ts the sad- 
dest part of asad little drama that bas been 
going on since the date when she was at- 
tacked by the three men, the drama of a mind 


wuneettied by one frightful e rience and 

radually sinking into the pitiable stage of 
— imbeoctiity. The . — record of 
ber misfortune, clesing with her abandon- 
ment f bome and friends, is one that will 
stir the deepest indignation in the bosoms of 
all who read it. 

On Sept. 28 last, whileshe was on her way 
from the St. James Hotel, where she was em- 

loyed as a domestic, to her home, about 
280 oclock in the afternoon, Agnes Sheehan 
had to pass a blacksmith and horse-shoeing 
shop owned by Ed Butler, situated eon Pine 
street between Eighteenth and Nineteenth 
streets. As she passed the shop, a brawny 
man who was lounging in front o the piace, 
4 threw bis arms around the defenceless 

irl ana dragged her into the deserted forge. 
ere, despite her cries and ineffectual 
struggling, the rufMian and two other bestial 
ecolpanions criminally assaulted her. Re- 
leased finally {rom her horrible captivity the 
poor girl reported the outrage to the police 
and gavea description of the three men. 
Thos. J. MoCormick, who was arrested by the 
lice, was positively identified by ‘_ 
heehan as the one who had dragged her to 
— shop, and two other men, Joha Williams 
and Frank Buckley were subsequentiy, appre 
bended and placed in jail. The trial of the 
three men Came up inthe Court of Criminal 
Correction on Oct. 18, but was continued until 
Nov. 2, apd the three are now confined at the 
Four Oourts awaiting trial for the herrible 

crime. 

IT UNSETTLED HER REASON. 

In the meantime poor Agnes Sheehan, it ap- 
years Degen toshow alarming indications of 

he oftects ofthe shock upon her nervous and 
mental facuities. From a quiet and gentie 
gir! she became subject te spelis of ex- 

me violence, when her outbursts 
strange, fierce temper were 
ofeuch a mature that her brother and older 
sister, with whom she lived, with difficulty 
restrained ber from aets that would have 
stamped heras Insasse. For several weeks 
the Seebans tried to keep Agnes’ condition 
from the public, boping thet the paroxysmes 
would not return, but the girl grew rapidly 
worse as to her mental and nervous fler ange- 
ment. Is addition to her outbursis ofjcauseless 
anger. she was also seized with a mania fer 
escaping from and wandering on the streets, 
acting in a light-headed wa Finally her 
relations became convinced t at ohe should 
receive medical attention, and on Nov. (her 
brother applied to police headquarters to 
have Agnes Sheehan placed in an asylum. 
application was referred to the 
Board of Health, and Dr. Priest 
made an examination into the poor giri’s 
sanity. He wasnot convinced that she was 
an Insane patient and had her sent toa the Hos- 
pital fer treatment. On Nov. 12, after notify- 
ng her brother, Agnes Sheehan was dis: 
charged from the Hospital with thig note on 
the official record: Condition mot im- 
proved. Dr. Priest still refused to believe 
that the girl was insane, and she was takes 
back home by ber brother. 
HAD TO BE WATCHED. 

Here she again developed the same symp- 
toms of mental unmsoundness, and her sister 
had to keep an untiring watch on the girl to 

revent her escaping to the stroes, as she 
bad on previous occasions. Agnes fisplayed 
the greatest antipathy to her home and sur- 
roundingsand was always begging to be al- 
lowed to go out to wor At iast, 

Monday night of this week, as 
stated, she eluded her sister’s vigilance 
and lett heme. For two days nothing was 
heard of her and then it was learned indi- 
reotly that she was working for a family on 
Thomas street as a domestic, but just where 
she was living it was impossibie for them to 
discover. Since that meager information 
nothing more has been heard, and in conse- 
Qtenoce her people are much alarmed over her 
strange absence. 

For some reason the fact of the brother“ 
application for Agues Sheehan's removal to 
the asylum was not made publie by the po- 
lice, and no hint of the unfortunate giri’s sad 
mental condition was allowed to gain cur- 
rency. A Post-DISPATCH reporter, hearing 
* ely of this latest development in the case 
this morning, went out to see the girl’s rela- 
tives in regard to the matter. 

HER ELDER SISTER’S STORY 

The elder sister was found at their home on 
the third floor of No. 2226 Biddle street, and 
when asked about Agnes’ condition first gave 
the startling information that the girl had 
Gisappeared from home, and then continued: 

Agnes has never been the 
giri since that awful 
was made on her last 
She was nevera bright girl, and the 
eme to have had a most injurieus /effect 
upon ber mind. Her brother fnali cided 
that it was best to have ner put in vlum, 
as she was so fighty ana viclent we vould do 
mothing with ber. But after being kept at the 
Hospital for a week Dr. Priest said she was 
mot insane, and she was sent back to us. 
„inc then she has been juet as bad as 
everand we have had to watch her contin- 
ually to keep ber from rursgningawey from 


home. 

“All this has developed in Agnes since the 
Assault by the three men and must have deen 
eaused by the fright and shock. Before that 
she was steady and hard-working 
and was always perfectly will- 
ing to remain at home. She 
mever showed any of the strange symptoms 
that have given us so much treubie before that 

time. She would get viclentiy ang was 
always threatening to leave home and ad an 
irrisistible desire to escape and wander abeut 
on the streets at night. Agnes is just V years 
old thie month.
